Where there is smoke, there is fire — so goes the 
old expression. It appears particularly applicable to present 
discussions of federal tax reform. One of the last official 
acts of the Johnson Administration as to submit proposed 
changes in the tax laws to make the system more equit¬ 
able and to extend its reach to incomes that it has been 
claimed escape their share of the tax load. The Nixon 
Administration is also concerned with tax reform. 

For longer than most of us can remember, there have 
been proposals of one kind or another to improve and 
reform the tax laws, but instead of reform, taxes have 
gotten higher and the rules more complicated year after 
year. 

Perhaps at last the pressure of taxpayer resentment 
wilt force change, but no miracles should be expected — 
and least of all a substantial lessening of the tax burden. 
As long as the cost of government continues to rise dis¬ 
proportionately to the productive capacity of the people, 
taxes will become increasingly burdensome. Reform of 
the tax laws may mean more equitable treatment of 
taxpayers. But, reform should not be confused with re¬ 
duction. Because of their number, the great body of U.S. 
citizens of modest means, in the future as in the past, will 
remain the main target of the tax collector. There is no 
other way.
